MAY BE POSTPONED 


Opening of a highway connection 
between Orange Grove Avenue In Pasa¬ 
dena and Central Avenue In Sierra 
Madre was proposed at the Board of 
Trade Meeting Monday evening by 
Newman Kssick, chairman of the Hunt¬ 
ington Drive extension committee. The 
suggestion met with the instant ap¬ 
proval of all present and the com¬ 
mittee was instructed to add that pro¬ 
ject to the tasks already before them. 

At present Orange Grove avenue ex¬ 
tends eastward some distance beyond 
the limits of Pasadena. It Is half a 
mile or less to Santa Anita avenue, 
the road running north from Lamanda 
Park school house, which would be 
joined at a point just west of Rincon 
crossing on the Sierra Madre line. Then 
the extension of Huntington Drive to 
Sierra Madre would give a direct high¬ 
way connection with the Pasadena 
thoroughfare, which is one of the most 
famous streets in the country. Many 
sightseers starting out for a drive 
along Orange Grove Avenue, would 
follow the line of least resistence and 
come all the way to Sierra Madre. 

Will Seek Co-operation 
Mr Essick's remarks on the subject 
brought many expressions of hearty 
assent. It was suggested that both 
Pasadena and I-amanda Park ought to 
be interested in having the road cut 
through, as it would open up a con¬ 
siderable territory to direct east and 
west travel, whereas a long detour is 
new necessary to travel a short dis¬ 
tance. 

The Orange Grove Avenue route 
would eliminate a number of railroad 
grade crossings between Sierra Madre 
and Los Angeles. It would also give 
a better outlet to residents of the sec¬ 
tion in East Pasadena north of Colo¬ 
rado street who are at present forced 
to make a detour to reach the foot¬ 
hill boulevard, including two railway 
crossings. 

Messrs. Woodruff and Shaw of the 
Villa were added to the highway com¬ 
mittee at the request of Mr. Essick. 
Captain Osgood also reported that he 
had gone over the ground between 
Sierra Madre Avenue and Rincon, mak¬ 
ing a map and cross sections, showing 
the necessary cuts and fills to facil- 
i'ate estimation of the expense neces¬ 
sary to be incurred. 

Secretary Ballou reported that the 
■ ommissioners in charge of the Agri¬ 
cultural Park exhibition hall had offered 
space for the use of Sierra Madre and 
the matter was referred to the adver¬ 
tising committee. Chairman Hawks 
has since visited the park and was 
allotted space for a number of photo¬ 
graphs which will be placed in posi- 
•ion in the near future, there being no 
further expense than for the un¬ 
mounted pictures. 

Banquet Plans 

C. W. Jones reported for the enter- 
•ainment committee that the annual 
banquet would be held on Friday even¬ 
ing, March 19. The ladies of the Wo¬ 
man's Club will provide the feast, 
vhich will be one of the turkey din¬ 
ners which have always made such a 
hit. Plates will cost one simoleon and 
there will be some good speakers who 
will offer aids to digestion and food 
'or further thought.

Concrete Bridge 

The city engineer was instructed to 
prepare plana and specifications for a 
reinforced concrete bridge for the wash 
crossing Mariposa avenue just west of 
Lima. 

The Pacific Electric was ordered to 
complete the work of putting its right 
of way in condition equal to the rest 
of the street paving. It was also or¬ 
dered to provide proper drainage for 
the right of way neur the station. 

Water Rates 

Ordinance No. 193 provides various 
amendments to the water ordinance. 
Among them are the rates to lie 
charged business houses, apartment 
houses and other connected dwellings 
on one piece of property. 


If Trustee Moote had not been suf¬ 
fering from loss of sleep the night be¬ 
fore there is no telling when the city 
trustees would have adjourned lust 
night. But as a result of his urgent 
pleading and insistence on hurrying the 
board managed to get through by 
eleven o'clock, the nearest to a reason¬ 
able adjournment hour that has been 
achieved in many moons. The board 
munaged to wade through a consider¬ 
able mass of vurleguted business. 

Messrs. F. H. Jones, E. H. Vunnier 
and J. J. Hart appeared before the 
board in relation to the protest against 
the Hermosu Avenue Improvement. 
The protest is based on present finan¬ 
cial conditions and there was some talk 
of delaying the work until a more con¬ 
venient season providing the present 
proceedings need not be dropped. The 
board has power to order the work 
done regardless of the protest. Action 
was deferred until the llrst meeting in 
April. 

Inspect Pipe Line 

City Engineer Blxby presented a ten¬ 
tative map of the proposed pipe line 
from the Quarterwuy House to the city 
water system. Two possible routes 
were shown. The trustees decided to 
make a first hand Inspection on the 
ground before taking final action and 
Will accordingly make the trip up the 
trull Saturday afternoon. 

Many Ordinance* on Tap 

City Attorney Montgomery presented 
a number of ordinances for considera¬ 
tion. They were referred to the proper 
committees and persons Interested in 
the vurious subjects can inquire re¬ 
garding details before they came up 
for final action. 

Assessment District 

Widening of Central Avenue between 
Lima and Hermosu In conformity with 
the western portion of the street Is the 
object of Ordinance No. 196. It will 
require condemnation of the sidewalk 
strip near Lima street which has been 
up for discussion for so long. To puy 
for the improvement the ordinance cre¬ 
ates an assessment district taking in 
all property within half a block of 
Central avenue and lying between 
Baldwin and Sierra Madre avenues. 

Burro Ordinance 

Ordinance No. 195 is a new "burro 
ordinance." It Is somewhat lengthy 
and complicated in its provisions, 
though Trustee Stelnberger Insists that 
it does not restrict at all. Each mem¬ 
ber of the board has a copy of the 
ordinance and will undoubtedly wel¬ 
come every opportunity to discuss the 
subject, either In or out of business 
hours. 

Sturtevant Trail 

Acquisition of the entrance to the 
Sturtevant Trail as a public highway 
Is the object of Ordinance No. 197. It 
declares Corter Road, running back of 
Bella Vista Terrace, and the road con¬ 
tinuing on to the trail is In fact and 
has been for many years a public high¬ 
way and takes formal recognition of 
the fact. Chairman Heard reported 
that the members of the Carter family 
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of distrust built in the mind of the 
consumer by his forebears and which 
is ever most zealously fostered by the 
catalogue houses.

There is perhaps no section of the 
country in which the exclusive mail¬ 
order houses of the eastern cities 
have enjoyed greater patronage than 
in the four or five states immediately 
tributary to the City of Chicago. In 
fact, for many years the habit of mail¬ 
order buying was so firmly established 
throughout that region that the trade 
of hundreds of dealers in the smaller 
cities dwindled to practically nothing 
and scores of once prosperous towns 
became wrapped in a dealth-like stupor 
of commercial coma. 

With that knowledge In mind it 
seems almost like an act of retlbutlve 
Justice that in that same district 
should occur the first decisive defeat 
of such concerns In the keen struggle 
for commercial supremacy that has 
been so marked during the past de¬ 
cade. Yet that such is the case is 
proven by the many successful May- 
at-home campaigns which have been 
conducted there during the past few

As new blood e 
and as new ideas gained a foothold and 
now methods were adopted, many 
schemes and plans were tried and 
discarded by the merchants in an ef¬ 
fort to regain the lost business that 
they felt rightfully belonged to them. 
It was not, however, until the fact be¬ 
came apparent that only by educating 
the people to see for themselves the 
real truth about mail-order compe¬ 
tition that they met with any success.

The towns where this has been ac¬ 
complished enjoy no exceptional ad¬ 
vantages and the merchants are sub¬ 
ject to the same general conditions 
prevailing elsewhere in the country. I 
mention this to show that any mer¬ 
chant of that class, the up-to-date 
kind whose watchword is "efficiency," 
no matter where lie may be located, 
can with very few exceptions, meet 
mail-order competition of any kind if 
the neople of his community will but
